Washington, February 28.—Secre- 
tary of War Dickinson proposes that 
the anti-trust laws beinvoked to break 
up the monopoly which the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company and the Har- 
rison -Transcontinental lines have on 
business between Pacific coast ports 
and the Isthmus of Panama. 

When it was suggested today that 
suit under the Sherman law might 
fail because of lack of proof that the 
steamship company operated as an in- 
dependent line would be considered 4 
competitor of the Southern Pacific 
railroad, members of the senate com- 
mittee on interoceanic canals dis- 
cussed the advisability of recommend- 
ing legislation that would reach the 
merger. 

The hearing today was held in or- 
der to give the secretary of war op- 
portunity anewer the criticism of

Secretary ~Dickinson produced 
the proposed contract to show his un- 
deragtanding,of the offer. It indicat- 
ed that the company was to have an 
exclusive contract and many other fa- 
‘wors that Mr. Dickinson said could 
not be granted under authority vested 
in him o@r any other member of the 
president's cabinet. 

The statement~had been made by 
Mr. Dickinson that he had practically 
been coerced by a _ serious 
into consenting to the demand of 
Pacific Mail for 70 per cent of 
joint rate. The Pacific Mail had 
threatened to withdraw its ships, and 
it this had been done, he. said it would 
have left the government line without 
an outlet on the Pacific coast. 

“If the ships on Pacific side had 
been withdrawn | that my posi- 
tion would have been indefensible and, 
therefore, | was forced to accept t) 
terms oitifered by the Pacific Mail,’ 
Said the secretary. 

“Did you ever make an investiga- 
ticn to determine whether the Pacific 
Mail is contrviled by the Harriman 
lines?’ asked Chairman Flint. 

My. Dickinson replied that he had 
seen President Schwering, of the Pa- 
cific Mail, only once, and they had had 
an unpleasant interview. Schwering 
insisted, he said. that his steamship 
-line was independent of the Southern 
Facific and upon that point they could 
not agree. 

How toe Break the Monopoly. 

Several senators pressed the secre- 
tery of war for his opinion of the sur- 
est way to break up the Pacific Mail 
monopoly. He said that the surest 
Way would be for the government tv 
bulld up ships and operate them, but 
he would not say that such a course 
would be the wisest way. He sald 
that the question was a legislative one 
and that he did not care to indorse 
government ownership. 

“We sent for vou to tell us what to 
said Chairman Flint. “That, I 
think, is what you would do !f you 
were a senator.” 

Probably we have been trained in 
Gifferent political schools.” sald the 
secretary, “but I have never believed 
it was the duty of the government to 
furnish means of transportation.

Tr Dr. Griesmer's mind, there are 
three great and uncontrovertible reas- 
ons why women should never have the 
baliot—it is unscriptural, unnatural 
and impolitic.

“Men who have 
such wives have my sympathy. To 
be harnessed up with such a woman 
would make life a burden and home a 
perdition.”

Chicago, February 
States supports too many 
While Europe maintains the propor- 
tion of one. physician to every 1,500 
people, the United States has a physi- 
clan for every 568. This over-produc- 
tion is due to our too-numerous low- 
grade medica! schools and to the 
laxitv of our laws governing them. It 
is time that the country adopt means 
to relieve itself of this burden.” 

Henry S. Pritchett, of New York, 
president of the Carnegie Foundatf6n 
for the advancement of: Teaching, 
made this assertion in an address t6- 
day wdefore the.Councl) on Medical 
Education of the American Medical 
Agsociation. 

“We have in this country,” he con- 
tinued, “about. 150 medical schools, or 
more than are to be found in the 
whole of Furape. 
in the last ten years has graduated 
so many physicians and surgeons 
that the over-production has become 
enormous. We have twice as many 
physicians per 100,000 of people as 
fSngtand, four times as many as 
France and five times as many as 
Ge any.

ousy, King Edward has for severa!

The King Gets Time Off. 


It is, thanks to this, that the king 
is able to be away from London 80, 
much, and that he will be able to en¢ 
joy his holiday at Biarritz, for which 
southern French resort he is leav- 
ing this week. When he came to 
the throne he knew virtually nothing 
‘of the routine business of his moth- 
er’'s government, He had never been 
taken into her confidence, and during 
the first few weeks of his reign was 
obliged constantly to consuit nfs 
youngest sister. Princess Henry, of 
Battenberg, who had been her mothers 
constant companicn and associate 
und who Knew far- more about her 
methods of carrying onthe dutieso 
sovereignty than himself. In fact. the 
confusion was very great. especially 
in view of the sudden accumulation 0! 
arrears of business during the few 
days of the late queen's fatal iliness. 
Indeed. the only matters with which

A Hemarkable Piunkett. 


Une of the most remarkable mem- 
ber of his family was the late Father 
Wiillam Piunketg his uncle. and for a 
long time the heir to his earidom. For 
the Hon. William Plunkett, after serv- 
ing for a time in the army, entered 
the orders of the Roman Catholic 
chureh and went -out to A’ustralia, 
where he spent al! the closing years 
of his life doing missionary work in 
the gold fields and gold mines. ac- 
quiring -an extraordinary influence 
and respect among the rough miners. 

Father William's other brother was 
the tate Sir. Francis . Plunkett. long 
British ambassador at Vienna and 
married to the daughter of, Charles 
W. Morgan, of Phtladeiphia. 

Lady Piunkett survives, and one of 
her daughters is the wife of Count 
Fersen’ Gyldenstolpe, now minister 
Plenipoteatiary of Sweden in Paris. 

The Plunketts are supposed to be of 
Wanish origin. but have been settled 
in Lreland ever since the twelfth cen- 
tury, and bave been in possession of 
Killeen castie since the year 1403, 
when it was obtained from Sir Chris- 
topher Plunkett through his marriage 
to the only child’and heiress of Sir 
Lucas Cusac. Sir Christopher was 
the first Lord Killeen. and it is from 
him that the present Earl of- Fingal 
is descended in an unbroken line,

These 
Kalleries of the Dukes of Westminster 
and Wellington. of the Ear! of Elles- 
mere at Bridgewater House, of the 
lruke of Suthertand at Stafford 
House and of several other wealthy 
peers and great financial magnates in 
London are more particularly open toe 
the public on Sunday. with a view of 
rendering them accessible to the 
working classes, and Sir Edward Ten- 
nant is adopting the same policy with 
regard to his new gallery.

DECISION OF COURT 


Market Was About Same as 
That of Saturday---News 
of Wall Street. 


New York, February 28.—The stock 
market today was not changed essen- 
tially from the dull and drifting mar- 
kets of last week. The rise in prices 
was the complement of the fall on Sat- 
urday, which was based on the possi- 
bility that the supreme court would 
hand down a decision today in the 
American Tobacco cases. The assem- 
bling of the supreme court, however, 
was not awaited today for the cov- 
ering up of Saturday’s short contracts. 
There is no well informed gxpectation 
of a decision in the Americ Tobacco 
case until the arguments in;the Stand- 
ard Oil case have been presented to 
the court, the middle of the coming 
month, and these arguments, and the 
principle involved, have been ripely 
considered. The clearing up of this 
uncertainty, with the disposition of the 
case, will be welcomed throughout the 
financial world. 

Various happenings were passed in 
review and canvassed today for their 
probamMle bearing of value with the 
hope of inducing some movement of 
prices. The market remained, how- 
ever, almost wholly in professional 
hands and professional opinions were 
too vague and loosely held to sustain 
their holders in any extensive move- 
ment in one direction. Some of the 
bear covering of shorts may have been 
due to moderation of the strain in the 
Philadelphia situation. The labor sit- 
uation there is viewed more for its 
possible sympathetic influence on the 


disputes between the railroads and 
various branches of the trainmen than 
for its own importance The crops 
also came tn for consideration, and 
the strength of the wheat market 
gave force to the further reports of 
weather damage to the winter crop. 

There was nothing decisive enough 
from the fron and steel trade to shape 
speculative opinion definitely, but sen- 
timent tn that industry was percepti- 
bly more cherful than earlier in the 
month and this was a factor in the 
firm undertone of the stock market.

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WHEAT MAKES ADVANCE 
TO NEW CROP RECORD 


Crop Damage Reports and In- 
fluential Buying Caused 
the Advance. 


Chicago, February 28.—Wheat prices 
advanced sharply to a new record in 
the closing hours of the session to- 
day; on a wave of crop damage re- 
ports and influential buying. Corn 
and oats, responsive to the strength 
of wheat, developed firmness, but their 
advance fell far short of the increase 
in the major grain which made a new 
top. price for the crop in all the fu- 
tures. Provisions, accelerated by the 
higher prices for live hogs and the 
restricted arrivals of animals at the 
packing centers, leaped forward again 
with pork in the lead and gained from 
10 to 36c on the closing figures. 

Monotony in the wheat market in 
the first half of the day, with prices 
varying slightly up an down from Sat- 
urday’s final figures, was swiftly 
changed to suppressed excitement and 
a sharp advance all along the line by 
heavy buying by leading speculative 
concerns. May soared from $1.14% to 
$1.15% @1.16, a new crop record price, 
under the stress of buying and the ad- 
ditional incentive of further reports 
of damage in the crops in the winter 
wheat belt. Many traders who have 
scorned to notice the early damage 
reports lent an ear to the repeated 
wails of frost and thaw destruction 
and jumped into the market with bids 
for grain. The more distant futures 
shared in the upturn and mounted al- 
most as speedily as May, 
1% to 1%c to the low points, and also 
touching new crop. high points at 
$1.08% for July and $1.04% for Sep- 
tember. The market showed little 
sign of recesion in the final minutes 
and closed strong at near the high 
point, with May 1l\ec up at $1.15%. 

Corn was generally inclined to sag 
early in the day, the decline varying 
from % to %4c with a small 
of trading. The advance in the wheat 
market caused a responsive movement 
in corn and developed strength which 
carried the futures from % to %c 
above the low point. Pit traders led 
in the bulying and cash concerns were 
the principal disposers of the futures. 
May ran up from 65% @65% to 66%, 
the other futures makitie a like pro- 
gression. Cash corn prices remained 
unchanged with light offerings and a 
fair demand, No. 2 white closing at 
63% @64c. The futures closed strong 
at near the high point, with May %c 
up at 664@c. , 

Trade in the oats pit was feature- 
less most of the. day, the closing 
strength in wheat giving firmness to 
the market. May sold between 46% 
and 47%c. Closing figures were near 
the high: point, with May %@«c up 
at 47T%c. 

From the outset there was a strong 
tone in the provisions pit and prices 
advanced sharply, making new top 
records for many years in pork, which 
touched $24.55. for the May delivery. 
Longs were not hasty in meeting the 
demand of new investors, who sought 
to buy and doled out their holdings 
as the prices mounted skyward. Other 
products shared the gains with pork, 
though to a less degree. High prices 
for live hogs was the controlling fac- 
in the bullish market.

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NO LOCAL TAXATION 
ON “POLICY LOANS” 


Such Is Decision of Supreme 
Court of the Unite 
States. 


Washington, February 28.—That the 
so-called “policy loans” or “premium 
line note loans’ of Insurance com- 
panies are not liable to local taxation 
was decided today by the gupreme 
court of the United States. 

The local tax authorities levied a 
tax on the agreements between insur- 
ance companies and their policy-hold- 
ers, under which the companies ad- 
vanced to their holders the reserve 
value of their policies. In the case 
of the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany it was sought to tax agreements 
that totaled $568,900. 

The company brought the suit in the 
United States cireult court for the 
eastern district of Louisiana to enjoin 
the collection of the tax. That court 
held that the policy loans were not 
loans in the ordinary sense of the 
term, but rather partial and antici- 
pated settlements to the company of 
its ultimate liability under the policies 
to its policyholders. An injunction was 
issued from which decree an appeal 
was brought to the supreme court of 
the United States.

Immigration Explained.

Washington, February 28.—~In_ re- 
plying to a delegation from the Ameri- 
can Association of Foreign Language 
Newspapers, who called at the white 
house to protest against certain im- 
migration bills pending in congress, 
President Taft today paid a high trib- 
ute to the Jews who ad come to 
An.erica from various parts of the 
world and had become imbued with a 
true spirit of patriotism. 

“The question of limiting !mmigra- 
tion,”” said the president, “in such a 
way as to shut out the undesirable 
part of the population of Europe, 
which comes here rather by the artl- 
ficial stimulation of those whose In- 
terest it is to have as many come as 
possible, is a question which has ad- 
dressed itself to congress in the past. 
They rejected—for I was present in 
congress when it was done—the edu- 
cational limitation, on the ground that 
the limitation was one which did net 
shut out those whom we most desired 
to shut out, and that the anarchist— 
a man who comes here with no loyalty 
to the new government—is the man 
who could easily pass a mental ex- 
amtlnation. 

“Now, all IJ can say about this, 
cause 1 carnot commit myself to any 
particular form of legislation, is that 
insofar as Il am concerned, I shall sign 
no bill without giving you genttemen 
a full opportunity to be heard.
